The decision of the United States Supreme Court that 
the Erie Canal, although entirely within the borders and 
built at the expense of the State of New 
York, is under the jurisdiction of the 
Federal courts, comes as a considerable 
surprise not only to lawyers but to lay- 
men as well. 


An Extension of 
Admiralty Juris- 
diction. Justice Brown who wrote 
the opinion, says that there has been no 
question as to the Federal jurisdiction 
over the Great Lakes and that it would be absurd to deny 
the existence of jurisdiction over the larger waterways simply 
on the ground that they happen to be artificial. He further 
adds that the argument that this ruling cannot apply to canal 
boats is unsound, nor does it matter that the boats on the 
Erie Canal are drawn by horses. An enlargement of the canal] 
is contemplated when steam will be the motive power and it 
would be futile to hold that jurisdiction does not now apply 
and later on reverse the decision because of the change. 

It must, of course, be admitted that the provision of 
the Constitution is very broad. ‘The judicial power shall extend 
* * * to all cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction.” 
Still, this is a considerable advance on anything which has 
been previously held, for up to 1840 it was merely decided 
that Federal maritime jurisdiction extended only to tide water. 
Then came the invention of steamboats and it was decided 
that the admiralty courts had control of waters which could 
be reached by ocean vessels. The new decision, therefore, 
practically has the effect of extending the jurisdiction of 
United States tribunals to all waters so long as they are 
navigable in character.

John W. Turner, Esq., a Eureka (Cal.) lawyer, so we are 
informed, has succeeded in obtaining pretty heavy damages 
against the “San Francisco Examiner.” 
‘Lhe latter paper appears to have gleaned 
most of the libellous statements from the 
“Post” and maintained in defense that 
its story about Mr, Turner having been 
charged with swindling a client and hav- 
ing been arrested on a criminal charge which was settled by 
his giving several thousand dollars in notes, was an ordinary 
mistake made through the substitution of the name of the 
attorney for that of the man against whom he was prosecuting 
the claims of his client, which error was likely to happen 
with the most carefully guarded attention to the news columns 
of a busy morning newspaper. It was shown, however, that 
the “Examiner” had made no attempt to verify the correct- 
ness of the items and after three trials in the Superior Court 
of San Francisco a verdict was rendered for the plaintiff for 
$15,000. It is noteworthy that in the two previous trials the 
verdicts were $500 and $150 respectively. We call attention 
to it as one of the largest verdicts rendered in a suit of its 
kind, although it is said that Magistrate Crane of New York 
City some years ago recovered $40,000 against the proprietor 
of the “New York Herald” which verdict was afterwards re- 
duced to $25,000. 

As an attorney’s sole capital is his reputation for ability 
and integrity this sum of $15,000 is none too large and strikes 
us as eminently fair and equitable. 


Heavy Damages 
for Libel. 





Many of our latest works of fiction seem to belong to what 
might be called the “strenuous school,” treating of people who 
“do things,” which literary cult is an off- 
shoot of the realistic school whose aim 
was to tell of things as they are. It is 
not unnatural, therefore, when we come 
to consider it, that on picking up the 
latest issues of the magaines or on looking over publisher's 
lists, we should be confronted with a considerable number 
of stories having to do with law and lawyers. 

Frederick Trevor Hill, for instance, a member of the 
New York bar, has turned out some good work along these 
lines in his “Case and Exceptions,” “The Minority” and “The 
Web,” and other writers have not failed to follow suit. 

A few months ago we read one particularly good story 
which hinged on the proposition that the writ of injunction 
lies only to prevent a threatened wrong and not to redress 
one already consummated. A young man had been cheated 
out of a portion of his mine and left with only a compara- 
tively valueless part which was situated nearly on the top of 
a mountain. In the center of his property there was a dam 
which held in check a very turbulent stream. On consulting 
counsel, he was advised that there was no legal redress as 
the sale had been perfectly regular, but at the same time, it

was suggested that there was nothing to prevent his breaking 


down the dam. When the gentlemen of easy consciences

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Does the Power of the Federal Government to Kegu- 
late Navigation Justify any Interference 
With Irrigation in Colorado. 


By L. G. Carpenter, State Engineer of Colorado. 


The situation of Colorado at the summit of the continent, 
with streams flowing in every direction, creates the conditions 
for numerous suits against her or her citizens. Those which 
are the application of general laws to special cases are of no 
special importance. There are two, however, of greater im- 
portance because they tend to determine general princip-es of 
law. 

The first is that commonly known as the Elephant Butte 


case (more technically, the U. S. v. the Rio Grande Canal & 


Irrig. Co., U. S. 174,) the second the one of Kansas against 
Colorado. In the first Colorado was not the defendant, yet 


actually it appeared to be the one most affected. The aim in 
the suit seemed to be to obtain a decision which would be ap- 
plicable against Colorado. 

In the Elephant Butte case the issue narrowed down to a 
case of navigation against irrigation. In the Kansas case, 
navigation is not the issue at present, but riparian rights v. ir 
rigation, or what might be termed riparian rights as recognized 
in a humid country against riparian rights as recognized in an 
arid country. 


The doctrine of navigation, when in conflict with irriga- 
tion, was given at length in the Elephant Butte case. The 
far-reaching effect of this opinion justifies a ful'er starement 
of that case, and its development. Briefly, a company proposed 
to build a dam the Rio Grande some distance above El 
Paso. The promoters made claims in their prospectus that they 
would take all the waters of the ‘Rio Grande. Prior to that 
time an army officer named Mills having interests at El Paso 
had formed the idea of a large reservoir at El] Paso, and urged 
that the government construct it to satisfy the prior right of 
the Mexicans. This, notwithstanding that the Attorney Gen- 
eral had formally decided that any Mexican claims based on 
the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo had been extinguished by the 
Gadsden treaty and purchase. The proposed 
claims alarmed the projectors of the so-called International 
Dam. Presently claims were made to the Secretary of the 
State of Mexico by interests on the Mexican side.

close friend of Mills. The claims came in the course of time 
to our Secretary of State, and were then referred to the Inter 


national Boundary Commissioner for the United States— rho 
was again this same Mills—for report. He concluded there 


was not water enough for both reservoirs, and accordingly the 
United States asked for an injunction against the construction 
of the Elephant Butte dam already begun. 

The injunction was asked not on the ground of the diver- 
sion of water, but that such dam was an obstruction to the 
passage of boats, and as such prohibited by an Act of Congress. 
The lower court practically ruled the case out, as it was com- 
mon knowledge that the Rio Grande was not navigab’e in New 
Mexico. It was shown to be navigable for about one-third of 
the distance from the mouth to El Paso. On appeal to the 
Supreme Court it was decided that it was a branch of a navi- 
gable stream and it is the duty of the court under the inter- 
state commerce clause to guard navigation. If this structure

Some Considerations Upon the Constitution of the 
United States. 


By Hon. Walter Clark, Chief Justice Supreme Court, North Carolira. 


A witty member of the bar who rode the Western Circuit | 


in England declared on one occasion that the farther he went 


to the West the more convinced he was of the truth of the 
Scripture that the wise men came from the East. Looking 


around upon the wonderful development of this section, I 
likewise am almost persuaded that the wise men did come from 
the East, but that they came early and have stayed here.

In the beginning when there were on'y 75 post- 
ers it was contemplated and the Constitution required 
they should be appointed by the president or head of the 
lepartment. With more than a thousand times that number 
1f postmasters this has become impossible. Postmasters are 


now selected in a manner not authorized by that instrument. 
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In practice they are necessarily selected by the members of 
Congress or by political bosses. Except in rare instances the 
president and the postmaster-general can do no more than 
take the recommendation of the member from the district or 
other leading politician of their party. As the constitutional 
provision is practically a dead letter there is no reason why by 
amendment to the Constitution the postmasters should not 
be chosen by the districts laid off around their respective 
postoffices at the same time and in the same manner that 
members of Congress are elected. 


Probably the most serious defect in the Federal Constitu- 
tion is the retention unaltered of the mode for the selection of 
the Federal judges at third hand through the instrumentality of 
the executive and the senate and for life. In truth no pro- 
vision could be more undemocratic than the manner of select- 
ing these important officials and their life tenure. They are 
chosen in a manner which entirely negatives any expression 
of public opinion and which permits their selection by power- 
ful influences which usually have ready access to the appoint- 
ing power. This is an anomaly in a country whose govern- 
ment is based upon the principle that it exists only by 
the consent of the governed. The power which has been 
assumed and maintained by the judiciary to set aside the 
action of the legislative and execnutive department was un- 
known when the Constitution was adopted and it has become 
vitally necessary that if such power shall remain, as is 
probable, in the judiciary that the judiciary shall at least be 
selected by tlie same element which chooses the Federal legis- 
lature, otherwise the will of the people is at the mercy of 
officials who are under no control and are not selected by the 
popular will. It is due mainly to the high personal character 
of most of the gentlemen who have occupied the Federal 
bench that this anachronism has not met with a stronger and 
more universal demand for its removal. I know the delicacy 
of speaking upon such a subject and that propriety forbids me, 
a judicial officer of a state, elected by popular suffrage, from 
treading further upon this ground. But the fact that your 
State has made its judiciary elective by the people proves the 
mature judgment and the deliberate will of the people of 
Kansas upon this subject, and that nearly every state in the 
Union has made a similar change in its constitution demon- 
strates what must be the overwhelming public opinion of the 
people of these United States on this subject. In 1787 there 
might well be ground, when popular government was itself a 
novelty, and when only one-sixth of the government was com- 
mitted to popular election (the lower House of Congress), for 


hesitating to entrust the election of the Federal judiciary to the 
people. But now with the experience of more than a cen- 


tury behind us, and especially in view of incidents fresh in the 
minds of all there are many reasons why the Federal judges 
should not be selected otherwise than by the people them- 
selves or hold by different tenure from those who admin- 
ister justice in the State Courts. If the people can be trusted 
with the selection of one set of judges they certainly van be 
with the other. There can be no practical difficulty since the 
district judges can be chosen by the voters of their respective 
districts, the circuit judges by the people of their circuits and 
the Supreme Court judges either for circuits or by vote of the 
Union at large. 

As far back as 1822 Mr. Jefferson in his memorable letter 
to Mr. Barry expressed the opinion that the constitution 
should be amended by making the Federal judges elected by 
the people and that they should hold for a term of years and 
not for life. Nor is there any reason why the United States 
district attorneys should not be made elective by the people 
of their respective districts. 

There are other changes in the Federal constitution which 
the popular will would probably require could we have a na- 
tional constitutional convention to make that instrument more 
in accord with popular government and to better adapt it to 








the changed condition of the country and the requirements of 
the age. The same causes which have from time to time 
required changes in the state constitutions now still more im 
peratively require it in the federal organic law, because of the 
slowness with which it has responded to the needs of the 
times. The growth of education, the great capacity of the 
people for self government and the confidence they have 
acquired in themselves from experience and vast changes in 
the environment of the times and in a!l the conditions of life, 
make it clear that the eighteenth century constitution under 
which we live requires many modifications before it can be 
adapted to the needs of the twentieth century. Conservative 
as our profession is and always has been, we must admit this 
much, and the sole cause why the needed amendments have 
not been made or a constitutional convention called, it must 
be confessed, is the lingering feeling which was expressed by 
Hamilton and his followers at Philadelphia—that the people 
could not be safely trusted with their own government. The 
experience of more than a century has demonstrated the 
fallacy of his fears and that this great American people are 
capable of governing themselves, and indeed there are many 
who think that we are capable also of governing millions of 
people whom wWe have never seen. 


PROGRESS IN THE COMMON AND STATUTORY LAW. 


The enormous changes which have been made in the com 
mon law by judicial construction or by statutory enactment 
are such that even the leading features could not be summoned 
up in a volume. The general features of the common law 
of England as then modified by statute have never been better 
or more elegantly scated than by Mr. Justice Blackstone in his 
Commentaries written something over a century and a quarter 
ago. A brief comparison with English law as it stands to-day 
and as it was when Blackstone wrote will show that scarcely a 
shred of the law as it then stood is now in force in England. 
We have been accustomed to speak of the common law of Eng 
land as the perfection of human reason; in truth it was 
the conception of our barbarous ancestors modified and 
changed from time to time by the progress of civilization and 
by borrowing much, usually without acknowledgment, from 
the civil law. An eminent lawyer (Hon. James C. Carter, of 
New York) has thus characterized it: “In the old volumes of 
the common law we find knight service, value and forfeiture 
of marriage, and ravishment of wards; aid to marry lords’ 
daughters and make lords’ sons knight. We find primer sei- 
sins, escuage and monstrans of right; we find feuds and sub- 
infeudations, linking the whole community together in one 
we find all the strange 
doctrines of tenures, down to the abject state of villenage and 
even that abject condition treated as a franchise. We find estates 
held by the blowing of a horn.

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It is little more than 50 years since the movement began 
which in England, and in most of her colonies, and in the 
greater part of the United States, has swept away the distinc- 
t'on (so far as procedure goes) between law and equity, and 
between the forms of action, and has substituted one form of 
action in which the plaintiff shall plainly and intelligibly, 
without undue repetition, state his ground of action and the 
defendant shall reply in the same way, so that the case shall 
be tried on its merits and in a business-like way. It was un- 
avoidable that the new system should be entrusted for its work- 
ings at first to judges and lawyers who had grown up under the 
old system of technicalities under which form was more 
important than the substance of legal proceedings. It was 
another instance of “putting new wine in old bottles.” But the 
reform has made its way and now by the evolution of time 
the administration of the code system wherever it has been 
adopted, is in the hands of its friends. In some states it has 
not yet been adopted and in others only in a modified form. 
Lest I might be asked the embarrassing question which state 
has adopted the best system of Reformed Procedure, and 
adhered to it most closely according to its spirit and intent, 
I might safely say in this presence, Kansas and North 
Carolina, for each state naturally thinks its own the best. In 
fact, however, England, ultra-conservative as it is, has the 
simplest and most advanced system. There Parliament simply 
abolished the old courts and distinctions in forms of actions 
and between law and equity, and authorized the single new 
court that was established to prepare rules to regulate pro- 
cedure. This has been done in a most admirable manner. It 
is doubtful if a simpler and more logical procedure could be 
framed than that which now obtains in the mother country. 


LABOR LEGISLATION. 


The Statute of Laborers 23 Ed. III, passed by a parliament 
of land owners soon after the scourge called the Black Death 
had reduced the number of laborers, provided “Every man and 
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woman in England, free or bond, able in body and within 
three-score years, not exercising craft nor having of his own 
whereon to live, nor land to till, nor serving any other, shali 
be bound to serve such person as sha.] require him, at the 
wages heretofore accustomed to be given. If he refused hy: 
was to be committed to prison and there was a penalty for 
paying or receiving more than the wages previously given 
This was to prevent workmen raising their wages on accoun 
of the scarcity of and greater demand for labor. This beney 
olent statute was not repealed in England tiil 18638. So it 
seems paternalism is no new thing and is only objectionable 
when it favors the class it formerly repressed. Repeated 
statutes subsequently empowered justices of the peace to fix 
rates of wages and inflicted penalties on any laborer asking 
or receiving more. These statutes were followed by a strong 
enactment in 1800 prohibiting any combination among work 
men to raise wages and denouncing labor unions as conspira 
cies punishable by imprisonment. As a well known English 
lawyer writes, “To speak of contract between master and 
workmen at this time (1800) is a misnomer for there was no 
assent of will on the part of the workman or any real power to 
negotiate as to the terms of his so-called contract.” For the 
last 100 years there has been a struggle carried on by the labor 
element, both in this country and in England, until they 
have reached their present status. I need not describe what 
that is now nor how far it is from satisfying the demands of 
labor, but it is enough to merely refer to the state of the law 
on this important subject 100 years ago to indicate to the most 
careless observation that on this subject there has been 
marked progress in the law. Down to 1871 lakor~ unions 
were illegal in England and their members were often prose 
cuted for and convicted of conspiracy. The Trades Union 
Act of 1871 legalized such Unions but the Act was amended 
and broadened as late as 1896. Nor till 1875 did it cease to be 
a criminal offense for a workman to break his contract of em 
ployment.

Charley began by congratulating the crown attorney on 
his statement of the case. He called it masterly; he sai:

Was this so in the case of the man before them? 
They were faced by a curious situation. So far as the tria! 
was concerned, the prisoner himself was the only person who 
could tell them who he iwas, what was his past, and, if he 
committed the crime, what was the motive of it; out of what 
spirit—of revenge, or hatred—the dead man had been sent to 
his account. Probably in the whole history of crime never 
was there a more peculiar case, Even himself, the prisoner’s 
counsel, was dealing with one ‘whose life was hid from him 
previous to the day the murdered man was discovered by the 
roadside. The prisoner had not sought to prove an alibi; he 
had done no more than formally plead not guilty. There was 
no material for defence save that offered by the prosecution. 
He had undertaken the defence of the prisoner because it was 
his duty as a lawyer to see that the law justified itself; that 
it satisfied every demand of proof to the last atom of cer- 
tainty; that it met the final possibility of doubt with evidence 
perfect and inviolate if circumstantial, and uncontradictory if 
eyewitness, if tell-tale incident, were to furnish basis of 
proof. 

Next he called the attention of the jurymen to the legiti- 
mate position of the crown attorney as prosecutor only, and 
not persecutor—that it was his duty to defend the innocent as 
well as punish the guilty. He must prove his case beyond a 
reasonable doubt—with the prosecution lay the burden of 
proof to establish every alleged fact,—a chain of circumstance. 
to a completeness and certainty. “A man is presumed to be in- 








nocent until he is proven guilty,” he said. He defined a 
reasonable doubt as “such a doubt as may leave your minds, 
after a careful examination of all the evidence in the case, 
in that condition that you cannot say that you have an abid- 
ing conviction, to the moral certainty, from the evidence of the 
case, of the truth of the charge.”

It might at first glance seem quixotic, 
eccentric, but was it unnatural that the prisoner should choose 
silence as to his origin and home rather than have his family 
and friends face the undoubted peril lying before him? Be 
sides, though his past life may have been wholly blameless it 
might provide some element of unjust suspicion against him, 
furnish some fancied motive. The prisoner had chosen his 
path, and events had so far justified him. It must be clear 
to the minds of judge and jury that there were fatally weak 
places in the circumstantial evidence offered for the con- 
viction of this man. 

There was the fact that no sign of the crime, no drop of 
blood, no weapon, was found about him or near him, and that 
he was peacefully sleeping at the moment the constable ar- 
rested him. 

There was also the fact that no motive for the crime had 
been shown. It was not enough that he and the dead man 
had been quarrelling. Was there any certainty that it was a 
quarrel, since no word or sentence of the conversation had been 
brought into court? Men with quick tempers might quarrel 
over trivial things, but exasperation did not always end in 
bodily injury and the taking of life. Imprecations were not 
so uncommon that they could be taken as evidence of wilful 
murder. The prisoner refused to say what that troubled con- 
versation was about, but who could question his right to take 
the risk of his silence being misunderstood?

BILLS AND THEIR INTERPRETATION. 

It would seem that when a man makes a will he might, if of 
sound mind, be supposed to know where he wants his money 
to go. But the rulings of courts have frequently contradicted 
this theory and some decisions have been made in will con- 
tests which 


absolutely turned 


Not 


upside down the wishes of 


testators. long ago a well-to-do man died leaving a will 
which provided for the use of some of his money to spread 
abroad the doctrines of Henry George. Some of the heirs of 
the dead man objected to this provision and tried to break the 
will. They succeeded, for the court decided that no man was 


justified in believing in the Henry George theories and that, 


therefore, he had no right to leave money for such a purpose. 


This, of course, is an extreme case, and it is not surpris- 
ing that the verdict created much adverse comment from those 
who believe that it is beyond the judicial province to declare 


that this or that political or economic theory is mischievous 


and dangerous. Such was the position of the judge in this 
case and the contention on which his ruling was based was that 
the money so bequeathed was intended for an illegal purpose 


and should so be forfeited to the heirs. It is apparent that if 


tne courts are to proceed to such extremities as this, the only 
safety for a man with money is to give it away before he 
dies if he wishes to be sure that his wishes as to its disposi- 


tion are to be realized. 


A less troublesome case than this, although analogous to 
it in many respects, was that of the woman in Southold, who 
bequeathed $12,000 for the benefit of “worthy and deserving 
persons resident in Southold who believe in Spiritualism.” 
The will went to probate and was not contest2d. But in all 
Southold there was no one who could be found to admit a be- 
lief in Spiritualism, even for the sake of the $12,000. Here is 
a case where the wishes of a testator went for naught by the 
dispensation of fate-——(Boston “Traveler.”)

We have, for instance, a Juvenile Court in Chicago; why not 
also have a court whose sole duty it shall be to try trust mag 
nates who are caught in the act of plundering the public? 

Even “Jersey justice” could not convict the railroad presi- 
dents who were accussed of being responsible for the Newark 
street car disaster. The .rench Repub-ic could not punish the 
military forgers who sent Dreyfus, an innocent man, to Devil's 
Island. On several occasions in the last ten years both France 
and America have been unavle to convict men who had done 
more social injury than all the burglars combined. 

On the other hand, it is no uncommon th'rg in Great 
Britain for a nobleman to be sent to prison like a common 
thug. There are several at the present time serving out sen- 
tences, Lord Wililam Nevin having been given a long term for 
forgery not many months ago. 

Even during the Middle Ages it was no very unusual oc- 
currence for the highest lords in the land to be punished as if 
they were moneyless serfs. To quote one notable instance— 
Jordan de Lille, the strongest baron in France, was, in 1316, 
arraigned and punished like a chicken stealer. He was one of 
the most cruel and lawless barons of a lawless age. For many 
years his will had been law, and even the kings of France 
found it wise to ignore his exploits. 

When he was summoned to appear before Parliament, 
he struck tne officer who dared to summon him and killed him. 
After a second summons he scornfully went to court, accom- 


panied by a gay cavalcade of nobles and courtiers. As soon 


a. he reached Paris he was thrown into jail and hanged. Such 
was the swift occasional justice of the Middle Ages.

Supreme Court Reporter, 139, has held that a policy of life 
insurance does not insure against the legal execution of the 
insured for crime, even though he may in fact have been in 
nocent, and therefore unjustly convicted and executed; that 
there cannot be a legal life insurance against the miscarriage 
of justice or contracts based on the probability of judicial 
murder; that if one policy so written was valid, the business 
of insuring against the fatal mistakes of juries and courts 
would be legitimate. Such contracts would be speculations 
upon whether the court would do justice, and would tend to 
encourage a want of confidence in the efficiency of the courts, 
and would bring reproach on the State, its Judiciary and 
executive, and would be against public policy, and void.

STREETS NEAR COURT HOUSE.—In the case of Ex parte 
Mayor, etc., of Birmingham, 33 Southern Reporter, 13, it is 
held by the Supreme Court of Alabama that a court has power, 
under the general principles of the common law, to make 
rules for the regulation and transaction of its business, not 
in conflict with the constitution and laws of the land, and 
may punish persons for contempt of its orders, disobedience 
of its process, or disturbing it in its proceedings; and that in 
pursuance of such powers, so far as necessary to prevent 
the obstruction, hindrance, or interruption to the administra 
tion of justice, it may restrict on a paved street running 
by the court room in the court house, long before dedicated 
to court purposes, and the only one available for such pur 
poses.

EXEMPTING THE BAND WAGON.—A Kansas statute 
duly enacted this present year to regulate the running otf 
automobiles and motor vehicles makes the following express 
exemption: “Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
in any way preventing, obstructing, impeding, embarrassing 
or in any other manner or form infringing upon the prerogative 
of any political chaffeur to run an automobilious band wagon 
at any rate he sees fit compatible with the safety of the oc- 
cupants thereof; provided, however, that not less than tep 
or more than twenty ropes be allowed at all times to trail 
behind this vehicle when in motion, in order to permit those 
who have been so fortunate as to escape with their political 
lives an opportunity to be dragged to death; and provided, 
further, that whenever a mangled and bleeding political 
corpse implores for mercy the driver of the vehicle shall, in 
accordance with the provisions of this bill, ‘throw out the 
life line.” A correspondent intimates that this provision 
was interpolated as a joke, and got through unnoticed. It 
would be fortunate if the “little joker” sometimes concealed in

We consider the method of arrangement of this work to 
be almost ideal. The author has classified all the underly- 
ing principles into seven hundred odd rules, each of which 
is clearly and suscinctly stated with wealth of annotation. 
It is possible under his method to instantly determine the 
particular question sought with absolutely no delay, and we 
therefore at the outset congratulate him upon the exvellent 
system pursued. 

He has also grouped the rulings of the various states so 
that he who runs may read, as an example of which we are 
going to quote one of his titles entire, treating of plans and 
specifications. 

RULE I.—DUTY TO FURNISH PLANS AND SPECIFICA- 

TIONS AS IMPOSED BY CONTRACT. 

If required vy the insurance company it is the duty of the 
insured to furnish verified plans and specifications of any build- 
ing, fixtures or machinery destroyed or damaged.

RULE 5—DEMAND FOR PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS 

NOT NECESSARILY WAIVER OF OTHER DEFENSES. 


A demand for plans and specifications, even though involv- 
ing expenses to the insured, does not operate as a waiver of 
other defenses where the assured is not misled to his prejudice.

RULE 6—EFFECT OF STATUTE FIXING 
LOSS. 

Where a Statute makes the amount written in the policy 
the measure of damage in the event of a total destruction or 
loss, plans and specifications cannot be required by the in 
surance company.

At the request of the heirs of the late Judge Cooley, Mr. 
Lane has undertaken the preparation of this edition of the 
“Constitutional Limitations.” “It seemed desirable,” he says, 
“in view or a.. the circumstances, that the text of the last edi- 
tion should stand as the text for this, and the work of the 
present editor has been confined to the bringing of the book 
down to date by the addition of such matter to the notes as will 
fairly present the development of this branch of the law, since 
the publication of the last edition. No effort has been made to 
exhaust the cases reported in this period, but a judicious selec- 
tion from such cases has been attempted, and the additions ap- 
pear in the bracketed matter of the notes. Where it seemed 
more appropriate to add the new matter through new refer- 
ences from the text, that course has been followed, and such 
matter is found in the single column annotations. The other 
new matter is incorporated in the old notes. The particular ex- 
perience. or better judgment of some, will suggest a different 
selection in some cases, but it is hoped that what has been 
done will meet reasonably well the common need. When 
equally desirable on other grounds, cases found in one or the 
other, and sometimes in both, the Lawyers’ Reports Annotated 
and the American State Reports, have been chosen, that they 
might be available to a greater number. For a like reason 
citations to the National Reporter System of Reports have been 
added not only for the new cases cited, but for the old cases 
as well so far as found in the Reporters.” 

“Cooley's Constitutional Limitations” is a work the value 
of which is so well recognized by members of the profession 
that it has become, as it were, standardized along with “Daniel 
on Negotiable Instruments,” Stephen’s Digest of Evidence,” 
“Cook on Stock and Stock Holders,” “Thompson on Negligence” 
and a few others, not to mention Blackstone and Kent. 

Usually we are ‘again’ perennial additions, but this hap- 
pens to be one of the few works where this process of bringing 
up to date is not only excusable, but commendable. Of course, 
in a review of a work which has become thoroughly established, 
attention should be directed to the single point whether the 
editor has performed well his labors in inserting the latest 
cases and decisions. The examination which we have given, 
convinces us that Mr. Lane has performed his share in a care 
ful and praiseworthy manner which has added distinct value 
to Judge Cooley’s book. This is one of the few books which 
should be kept thoroughly up to date and we advise its pur- 
chase by members of the profession, whether or not a previous 
edition happens to rest upon their shelves
